See attached Business Entity Detail information from the CA Secretary of State 
website and please update the information on record if necessary. 

If possible, our regional center would like to continue to use the name "US Employment Development Lending Center" 
or "USEDLC" for short, and do not believe doing so would be in violation of U.S. law. The regional center has a legitimate 
business reason for using the name. The regional center contracts with various registered foreign agents in China who 
market investment immigration to various countries all over the world. It is necessary to identify the regional center as 
one that engages in investment immigration in the United States to inform the public about the nature and geographic 
location of the business. 

In addition, we believe that our name in no way falsely implies a relationship between our company and either USCIS, 
DHS, or the United States Government.
